Many farm ers who are over 65 


are filing claim s for social securi­ 
ty benefits. 
The Social Security Administra­ 
tion can use the farm ers net earn­ 
ings for 1955. 1956 and 1957. which, 
in most instances, will m ake him 
entitled to social 
security 
p a y ­ 
m ents. Of course, he would hat e 
to have had a net profit of $400 
or m ore rn each of those years, 
using either the actual net or the 
optional method 
of filing, 
t h e 
Youngstown Regional offices said. 
In order for the Social Security 
Administration to use 1956 a n d 
1957 earnings, it will be necessary 
for the farm er to submit copies 
of these tax returns for the So­ 
cial 
Security 
Administration 
to 
keep It will also be necessary for 
him th submit evidence that t h e 
tax return has been filed. T h i s 
can be his canceled check, money 
order stub, cashier's check, etc. 
Many farm ers are showing 
on 
their farm schedule of the tax re­ 
turn, income received from 
t h e 
sale of anim als held for w o r k . 
dairy or breeding. These items are 
capital assets, the sam e as farm 
m achinery, and are to be shown 
on separate schedule D of the tax 
return. 
For example, if a fanner had 
dairy cows that are no longer pro­ 
ducing. and sell them for beef, the 
income from the sale of these ani 
m ats is to be shown on separate 
schedule D. It is not income for 
social security. 
If this income is shown for .so­ 
cial security credit, a farm er may 
be required to file an am ended tax 
return before filing a claim f o r 
social security benefits. 
Too (rften certain expense itemr 
are overlooked when a tax returi 
is filed. The Social Security Ad

requires

Deprecia 
tion of farm buildings and equip 
m ent should be shown or a state 
merit that they are fully deprecia 
ted. Taxes and insurance on farrr 
building and m achinery — not res 
idence — should be shown.

The slum p in steel orders is one of the 
m ost baffling things the industry ever has had 
to contend with. Inventory starvation am ong 
custom ers for steel now has gone so far that 
m any of them are living from hand to mouth. 
Some arc beginning to live on a cliff hanging 
basis — dealing with each crisis in supply as 
it arises and hoping for a happy ending. 
The only basis for confidence among sup­ 
pliers of steel is their knowledge that this can­ 
not go en forever — that sooner or later peo­ 
ple who use steel will have to put their sup­ 
plies in order. This will happen only when the 
users feel confident enough to rebuild their 
inventories. 
There is no way to m easure confidence. No 
one can m ake an educated guess about the 
probable tim e of its m anifestation in orders 
for m ore steel. There is nothing to go on in 
guesswork except what has happened m ore 
often than not in the past. 
Spring upturns in sales of automobiles al­ 
ways have been preceded by first-quarter up­ 
turns in steel orders. Anticipation of warm- 
w eather activity in construction, road-building 
and logging can be counted on over the long 
pull to spur steel orders in the first three 
m onths of the year The spring season in agri­ 
culture tends to have this effect.

E aster. An early E aster has m ore effect, rela­ 
tively, than a late E aster This year. E aster 
falls on April 6. 


Car Leu CJT th Not 


When the m ayor of New York City asked 
auto m anufacturers to m ake shorter cars be­ 
cause long ones were using too much space 
in his traffic-strangled city, he was laughed 
at by com m entators who wondered w hat right 
a politician had to criticize automotive de­ 
sign. 
Who has a better right to talk about the 
length of automobiles than the public officials 
who m ust live with the problem s of traffic 
m ovem ent in congested cities and where to 1 
park cars when they are not in use? 
Auto length is not an abstract issue of con­ 
cern only to designers trying to give sales­ 
men selling points. Anyone who thinks it is 
needs to rem em ber the action taken by state 
governm ents to control the length of trucks. 
He needs to rem em ber, too, that federal leg­ 
islation to control passenger-car design and 
perform ance has been talked about as a pos­ 
sibility: that auto m anufacturers finally quit 
stressing power and speed in the hope of 
soothing 
congressional feelings. 
There now are 56 million passenger cars 
in the United States, according to Automobile 
M anufacturers Assn. To give a rough idea 


M ilitary spending, of course, always has an 


effect. Econom ists point to cutbacks in the 


m ilitary spending rate in 1957 as the probable 


trigger of the industrial slowdown, which is 


ironic in view of the claim that a cutback was 


supposed to be needed to protect taxpayers 
against the inflationary effects of a runaway 
budget. 
Everybody can agree on the prediction that 
an upturn will follow the downturn. It always 
has. Almost everybody can agree that a down­ 
turn of some nature was in the cards, be­ 
cause every upturn turns into a downturn 
eventually. 
But rationalization cannot ease the down­ 
turn when it happens. There is thought, then, 
only of factors that could bring about an up­ 
turn. And chief among these factors is the one 
that defies m easurem ent and definition —con­ 
fidence. 
What m akes it fade? What restores it? 
Som etim es the cause is no more than a 
rum or. For exam ple, right now, if a rum or 
started that autom obiles would be hard to 
buy by M emorial Day. the effect might very 
well be to stim ulate February sales suffici­ 
ently to cause auto m anufacturers to rebuild 
depleted steel inventories. On just such an 
iffy thing m ight depend the tim ing of the 
upturn that sooner or later follows the down­ 
turn. but which everybody hopes m ay be 
sooner rather than later. 


An Abstract Issue 


w’hat the problem of their over-all length can 
be m ade to look like in a statistical presenta­ 
tion, suppose each car had been m ade 18 
inches shorter—one and one-half feet. 
That would be a total of 84 million feet, a 
little less than 16.000 m iles — about 40 per 
cent of the m ileage in the federal-interstate 
highway system which is supposed to m ake 
the advent of auto traffic’s “ golden age.** 
It does not follow from this that shorter cars 
would m ake a substantial difference in road- 
building. although it cannot be disputed that 
they would have an effect on parking. 
But even here the effect would not be con­ 
sequential until all the long cars had gone 
out of use, and the average age of autom o­ 
biles when they are scrapped is 124 years. 
lf the net effect of discussing car length 
is no m ore than to w arn m anufacturers that 
they have reached the limit of expansion with­ 
out the risk of legislative reaction, that will 
be a net gain.

could outgrow^ public acceptance of its ten ­ 
dency to keep right on growing.

But it was 
not possible to say so during his lifetime, just 
as it was not possible to say that his accom ­ 
plice in international crim e, Benito Mussolini, 
was a m egalom aniac. Both men had devoted 
followers who insisted their lunacy was the 
essence of sanity. 
As has been said m any tim es about occupa­ 
tions that put a prem ium on irrational be­ 
havior, it is not necessary to be crazy to reach 
Hie top in tim e of political turm oil, but if 
helps. 
Nothing else can account for the rise of a 
person like Hitler to the leadership of G er­ 
m any. His greatest asset, as it turned out. 
was to be so m entally unbalanced that he 
was not aw are of his own condition.

Strikes Could Deride Election This Fall 


A m arked reticence by Sen. E s­ 
tes Kefauver and other D em ocrats 
before whom W alter E. Reuther 


expounded his plan to seize auto­ 


mobile com pany profits, m ay have 
arisen from the proxim ity of a 
congressional election. 
Sen. Kefauver repeatedly warned 
R euther that Congress “ is not try­ 
ing to arbitrate your quarrel with 
m anagem ent.” 


Back in 1950 the sam e Sen. Ke­ 
fauver kicked off the nation’s first 
televised investigating extravagan­ 
za 
in the nam e of wiping out 
crim e, with what m any Dem ocrats, 
including the then President T ru­ 
m an. hailed as disastrous effects. 
In the ensuing congressional elec­ 
tion, 
D em ocrats 
suffered 
severe 
losses, attributed to the Kefauver 
exposures. 
For exam ple, Scott Lucas of Illi­ 
nois was knocked out of his Senate 
Dem ocratic leadership chiefly be­ 
cause 
of 
dem oralization 
of 
the 
D em ocratic m achine in Chicago by 
the Kefauver testim ony. 


And in California. Jam es Roose­ 
velt and Helen G ahagan Douglas 
charged their defeats, respectively 
for governor and senator, to the 
scandals raked up in Los Angeles. 
Labor 
relations 
already 
are 
m arked as a m ajor political issue 
in 1958 and a shutdown of autom o­ 
bile or other m ajor industries due 
to strikes easily could decide the 
election next November. 


IN THE SENATE, the present 
lineup is 49 D em ocrats to 47 R e­ 
publicans and change of one vote 
w'ould produce a tie w rich 
Vice 
President Nixon could resolve. The 
House count currently is 232 Demo­ 
cratic, 198 Republican, five vacant., 


A shift of about 18 seats would 
transfer control to the Republicans. 
F or m any reasons, the Demo­ 
crats have seemed to be well out 
ahead for the election this year. 
A combination of R ussia’s Sputnik 
successes and President Eisenhow­ 
e r’s 
third 
serious 
illness 
have 
weakened the White House pull. 
Sending of troops to enforce rac­ 
ial desegregation in Little Rock 
High School alm ost certainly end­ 
ed Republican hopes of holding all 
southern congressional seats they 
now possess, much less adding to 
their strength from that region. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
appears enorm ously unpopular in 
the farm belts. 
Two factors possibly unfavorable 
to the D em ocrats are the exposures 
of labor - union corruption by an­ 
other 
southern 
D em ocrat, 
Sen. 
John McClellan of Arkansas, and a 
possible shift of northern Negro 
votes due to the Little Rock affair. 


IN ARIZONA. Sen. B arry Cold­ 
w ater, Republican, is pitching his 
cam paign for re-election alm ost ex­ 
clusively on a claim that labor- 
union leaders, especially R euther. 
dom inate the Dem ocratic party in 
North and West. And Sen. William 
Knowland (R-Cal> began his fight 
for governor by dem anding an anti­ 
closed union shop law for his state. 
In Michigan Sen. Charles Potter, 
the Republican up for re-election, 
is sparring with Dem ocratic Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams and R euther 
over slackened employment. 
P otter says that W illiams, by 
writing Presiri<?nt Eisenhower pro­ 
testing against unem ploym ent 
in 
M ichigan, “ is trying to get himself 
off the hood for saddling the state 
with 
chronic 
unem ploym ent 
by 
passing the blam e to the P resi­ 
dent.” 
P otter said: “ We in Washington 
have had to pick up the pieces in 
W illiams’ anti-business crusade by 
knocking heads together at the 
Pentagon in order to get defense 
contracts into Michigan and pro­ 
vide jobs for our people. Williams 
has been too busy using unemploy­ 
m ent as his personal political foot­ 
ball.”

Then in 1949 a routine annual 
report by the then Secretary of 
Defense Forrestal contained a sin­ 
gle. unexplained phrase saying his 
departm ent was c o n d u c t i n g 
“ earth satellite studies.” But the 
governm ent didn’t do any talking 
about it. 
In October 1954 at Rome, world 
scientists—including 
Russians — 
adopted a resolution that “ thought 
he given to the launching of small 
satellite vehicles. . . .” This was 
in connection with the Internation­ 
al Geophysical Y ear which was 
to start in July 1957 and extend 
to Decem ber 1958. 
But Secretary of Defense Wil­ 
son apparently w asn’t im pressed 
or. apparently, very much inter­ 
ested. On Dec. 12, 1954, his De­ 
fense D epartm ent, in answ er to a 
query, issued a statem ent which 
said: “ Studies relating to a satel­ 
lite urogram as mentioned in 1948 
tin F orrestal’^ report) are active 
. . . and . , . are being coordinated 
within the office of the secretary 
of defense 
(W ilson).” This was 
just a month after Wilson said he 
knew nothing about it. 
At a news conference Nov. 16. 
Wilson, asked if such a study, was 
under way, said: “ In the space 
ship business? Oh, no.” He was 
rem inded 
Forrestal 
had 
w ritten 
about it. Wilson said: 
“ I don’t 
know of any such study.** 
Then he was told that recently 
published stories had reported So­ 
viet concentration on the space 
satellite. 
He 
was 
asked 
if 
he 
would be concerned if the Rus­ 
sians heat the United States into 
the air with a satellite. 
He said, 
“ I 
wouldn’t care if 


they did,” and added he’d rather 
have them going off to the moon 
than over here.

buildup—the 
Navy tried to send up its first 
satellite. It fell on its face, thus 
giving 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
m ore 
propaganda for free. 
By m id-January the Navy tried 
again but again had to give up for 
a while. It called off the second 
attem pt Jan. 6 after bad w eather 
and m echanical difficulties. 
The 
Army moved in to m ake a try and 
finally succeeded in launching a 
satellite.

forgetting 
about the care of m othery when 
they get “ kid-ridden.” 


This is the condition that 
oc­ 
curs when motherhood ceases to 
be 
an 
unm itigated blessing and 
becom es a challenge to 
physical 
and m ental endurance. There are. 
some m others who never get “ kid- 
ridden,” because they never let 
their responsibilities bear 
them 
down. They need no sym pathy. 
The other m others do. They are 
m ade of m ore fragile stuff. They 
do not bounce back. The problem 
of coping with the endless energy 
and boundless curiosity of 
t h e 
very young is too much for them 
to bear without assistance. When 
they develop a hunted look 
and 
start to give snappy answers, look 
out. They are reaching the break­ 
ing point. 
You see them all the tim e — 
“ kid-ridden” m others who need a 
helping hand. More often than not. 
m oreover, the helping hand would 
be most helpful if it were applied 
— flat — to the fundam ent of the 
offspring 
causing 
the 
problem. 
The trouble is that the m other, 
being kid-ridden, is unable to do 
what needs to be done. And som e­ 
tim es the trouble is compounded 
by the failure of the guy she m a r­ 
ried to help her with the prob­ 
lem.

(A nautical mile is about 1.15 sta­ 
tute m iles.) The estim ated time 
needed for orbiting the earth was 
106 minutes. 
Instead, it sped out as far as 
1,600 miles, and cam e4iown to 186 
m iles instead of about the 250 to 
300 m iles estim ated for the low 
point. The actual tim e of orbit 
proved to be 115.1 minutes.

From the blockhouse at Cape

operator in the blockhouse didn't 
have tim e to spell it ’’good.” ) 
The big rocket was on the way
